I'ETITION. 

Mr. Orr presented a petition from resi- 
dents of Langley with respect to the re- 
pair of their schoolhouse. • v, tuj-- 
privilkqe. 7 }. 

Jlr. Martin con.tplained tfiat ho ■ was 
stated in the H'tiindai d to have reprimand: 
od the government. Mo had not done so 
and trusted the reporters of that paper 
would be mora careful in future, 
rlTV Of vioroiiiA.. 

Mr. Beaven complained that a petition 
he had preaonted from 111? ^corporatiofi of 
the city of Victoria hiid not been ^re- 
ported. 

Mr. T. Davie said he had hot aeon the 
petition. 

tei.eokams. 
Mt. Allen moved that an order of the 
house be granted for a statement of the 
cost uf all telegrams that passed between 
Mr. DeCosmosand tho provincial Rovfrii- 
mont during the time Mr. DeCoamoa 
acted as special agent for the provincial 
govornmeiit to England. Carried. 

OFfU;IAL M.Af. 

Mr. T. Davie moved that the order for 
the second reading of an aut relating to 
tho city of A'ictoria. The bill appeared 
bo discharged for second reading Uirough 
an omisaion. The private bills committee 
had reported that it was unwise to con- 
.sider the map until all street lines had 
been established. The map had been 
.shown to be inaccurate and tlio survey 
commissioners had never worked under the 
act passed to aulhorii:e tho preparation of 
the map. Mv. J. D. Peinbertoii, one of 
tho commissioners, had teatifiod that com- 
miasionera had not fcdlowcil the Held 
notes of Mahood A- Cridgo anil that they 
(the commi.ssionors) bad never been 
guided by the act. The evil of tho pre- 
sent act would be that iu the case of tht! 
church reserve, Fairliold estate and other 
large properties the proprietors would 
have a right to arbitrarily adopt their 
own street lines or to obliterate thoni as 
they saw fit. On the ehurch I'o.sorvo a 
part of tho street had been recently fenced 
by tho bishop. It would be very inju- 
dioiou.s for tlie himse to cnmiteiianco an 
act of tlial kinil, Ik^ciui'^'I tlun'o wmilil bo 
numerous and .similar iii.'<tani'es iniiiit'di- 
atoly. 

Rlr. Orr seconded. 

Mr. Beaven said tho resolution was ex- 
traordinary if not distfourteouB. The map 
had been put in his ohar^6< and he asked 
the speaker's ruling on the motion. The 
adverse report of the private bills com- 
mittee did not kill a bill. If property on 
the church reserve had been sold with 
streets defined the lines of the street could 
not be altered arbitrarily. 

Hon, ME..Siiiithe~,r9marked that the ! 
course was unusiial. ■ tJhder Ordinary cir- 
cumstances the objection would come up 
at the second reading- The hon. mover 
had a right to move as he had done. No 
discourtesy was intended ; but as the loader 
of the opposition had apparently hold 
back Ilia motion awaiting the dop'arlui^ of 
Mr; Datio'&ip Ottawa the Iaai>uainedigen- 
' tleman'had' thoved'forlhe diaehargeof tlie 
order. ' ' ■ ■ i i ■. 1 i i. 

Mr. Speaker said the- motion- was in 
order. ' 

Mr. T. Davie Haid that he had no de- 
sire to bo discourteous. He only asked 
that an error might be corrected. Ho had 
a.sked tho leader of tho opposition if he 
had any objection to having the bill ad- 
vanced, and lie had replied that it must 
take the u.sual course, which moant tliat 
he (Mr. Davie) would be absent when tho 
bill came up. 

Mr. Beaven said he did not remember 
the conversation. 

Mr. Orr— I hoard it. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Duck hoped tho order would not 
be discharged. 

Mr. Pooley hoped tlio motion would be 
allowed to drop and he would assist in 
bringing the bill on to-morrow. 

On that understanding Mr. Davie with- 
drew Uio motion, the bill td'be placed 
firat on the orders for to-morrow. ' 

DOCK PLANT. 

Mr. Allen asked what was the value 
of tho plant at E.squimalt belonging 
to the dry dock contractors seized 
by tlie government? Did the udock 
engineer make tho ' valuntlohl If 
not, what arrangement did Mr. Beaven 
make to a.scertain it.s value, and what was 
the cost of said valuation ( 

Hon. Mv. Suiitlio replied — Tlio value 
to any person carrying on tho work ^15,- 
9ri0 44; market value, $4644 30. On the 
4th and 13th of -July laatji instructions 
were aont lo Mr. Joshua Davien to take an 
inventory and mako valuations of the 
plant, otc. Mr. Davies' charge for this 
service was £771 DO. This .sum being 
considered exccH-sive was by mutual con- 
Rent aubmitted to tlie Briti.ih Columbia 
board of trade .''or arbitration, who de- 
cided that Mr. Davies should be paid 
$700. The coat of arbitration was ^'.iO, 
half of which wa.s paid by the govern 
moiit. 

SDMAM UY3(I!jq ACT AlfKNiniKNT. 

Mr tJrr moved tlie second reading of 
this bill, He said that he had received 
many coniniunications in opposition to it. 

Mr. T. Davie believed tlie bill would 
inflict injustice on tho flettlera of Suinas. 
The honorable gentleman reviewed the 
matter at groat length, showing how tho 
settlerii of Matsqui had been deceived by 
I'] . L. Derby's dyking scheme} how plans 
and agreements n'nd ari ac£ of parliament 
had been disregarded and the lands svliich 
were to be dyked by 1870 are in the same 
miserable ccndition as before. Mr. 
Sworda now proposed to mako the exist- 
ing dyke good, which could not bo done. 
He now asked the houso in the face of 
the protest of a niajdVity of settlera of the 
district to amend the act. The late 'cliief 
commissioner accepted the dyke when if. 
was in an imperfect state, '^'he honor- 
able gcntlpinaii then read a protest from 
t'lie people of the misaitm against the pa.s- 
sage of the bill now before llie house. 

Mr. Pooley defended the bill and -show- 
ed that Some of the settlers had tried to 
escape the payment of ' their just dues to 
a goiitleman wlio had speiit StiD,000 on 
the dyke. . Tt>p pUjis, ate, were altered 
by (he cl^iof commissioner, a(id on that 
fdct some of those ' aettlera . now 'seek to 
e^eapv from an' honest liability. tThe op- 
posers are afraid that tho dyke will bu 
mac^o gopd and thpy -vfiW have to pay tho 
money. The mission people got up the 
op])osition to tho schenie lust year 

Tlio second reuduig was carried and bill 
committed, Mr. Mc'rayiah^iti the chair. 



IVIr.' Holgeson said he thought the inter- 
ests of tho contractors wore as worthy of 
consideration as those of the settlers, and 
the^.' were not to blame for the flood 
which occurred last year. 
,; V^r.'iArmatrong aaid the contractor had 
.not c'ar^itod oiit t^e'(^3nditionsjof 'tho con- 
tract'' and the work w'aajqf.'pborVdeacrip-, 
tion The settlers were" willing to pay, 
but wished first to . derive some benefit 
from the work. 

Mr. Galbraith said the work of tho pri- 
vate bills committee was to do juaiice be- 
tween the two parties, .. Ho. propoaed that 
gentlemen interested fretire. and try and 
make a compromiso'whtRh the liouae could 
accept. 

Mr. Pooley said the whole of the 
trouble had arisiMi from tho action of tho 
C. C. of L. and W., who had altered tho 
line. 

Mr. Armstrong said he thought the al- 
teration had Ueen paclo by'i'equest of tho 
promoters. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said ho took groat 
interest in the bill notwithstanding it 
was a private bill. With rofereneo to 
what has been done under the original 
act he thought it was unfair to hold the 
contractora responsible. When the work 
was in ^progress Jt ^^as sopii .found tho 
plana wore not such aa woiild dyke tho 
land, but still the contractors were held 
lo tlie plana and apecifieations. Ho 
thought the contractors ought to have 
been left some diacrotion in executing 
tho work and held responsible for tho 
result; but under tho circumstances he 
thought the hind and works department 
were in a great measure re-sponsible. He 
aympathizfid with the settlers who only 
Wiiiited their lands thoroughly protected. 
He thought it was a hardaiiip that they 
should bo called on to pay while they do- 
rived no benefit from the work. 

Mr. Armstrong contended that tho 
nlterationa were made at the reqiiej^t of 
the contr.ictors. 

Mr. Seinlin said the people wore anxi- 
ous to have tlieir hinds clykod in an eU'ect- 
iv«i manner. Tho government th'iugiu 
aiioh a dyke had been cnnstructed, but 
the Hood of 183'J showed tho contrary; 
but it would bo unfair lo mako tho con- 
tractors wait for their money mo'Fe than 
one year. 

Mr. Helgosen urged thai the contract- 
ors were not resjioiiaiblp. 

iMr. T. Davie said that one vear would 
not be a test of tho autliciency of the 
dyke. Uinler the old act there was virt- 
ually a four y.ears' test provided. He 
thought the original agreement should be 
altered as little as poaaible; the test 
should not be below throe years. It was 
not only the great Hood tiiat destroyed 
tho dyke but it had failed each year. 

Hon. Mr. Siiiiihe called attention tc^ 
the instructiona issiiod by Mr. Walkom 
from the correapondence'oh the subject 
to prove what he had said aa to the do- 
partment of lands and w<irkH being 
largely res[ionfiiblo, aa no alteration was 
allowed w ithout thoir authority. 

Mr. .'V 11 list rong wanted to know if sett 
lers wore i,i sutler for mistakes made by 
the lands ,uul works department. 

Mr. McLeeae put it on a business basis. 
Tho matter was a contract between- two 
parties. The chief commiasioner of lands 
and works, advised by hia engineers, laid 
down certain [liaiis for reclaiming tho land 
and tho settlors agreed that if those plans 
were carried out they .would pay an mdch 
according to agreement. The lands and 
works accepted tlio work and by a visita- 
tion of Providence, he might say, tho 
work had been damaged, and now the aet- 
tlera wished to back out of their part of 
tho agrooniont. Ho considered the 
houso should mako a dividing line between 
both parties and do justice to both, and 
he thought one year after completion, or 
after 1884— before high water 1885 would 
be enough . 

Several nioinbera declared they did not 
understand the question. 

After explanation, the motion w.aa put 
and carried that "one year" aland part 
of tho question. 

Mr. I'lieo. Davie stated that some gen- 
tlcnion were pecuniarily interebted iu 
the passage of the bill. 

Mr. Pooley retorted ratluir sharply. 

Mr. Heaven said the law provided that 
it must be "a direct personal interest." 

Mr. Drake said he was tlie person al- 
luded to, but that personally he had not 
ton_ cents' worth of interest in the ''matter. 
His name was used as trujloe-'for, other 
parties for money advanced for wliich 
they were amply secured . 

Mr. T. Davie said he did not in the 
least wi.sh to make any personal refer- 
ence. 

Mr. Orr wished to put the work under 
tho charge of tho chief commiasioner of 
lands and works. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe objected, as that 
functionary already got part of tho blanie 
of the f;iilure. ; ' _ 

Mr. Orr said the canao of the failure 
was the instability of the gato.i, and they 
could not 1)0 made good unle.'is under tlie 
suporvisiiin uf u competent engineer, and 
as the dry dock was liable to be off our 
Imiids, the government might send Mr. 
Uennott to supervise. 

Mr. Qalbraith, thinking: the hpnofablo 
member was poking fiin at Mr. BetSne'Jt, 
spoke up f(jr that gentleman and said 
there ia a dock on this co.ast constructed 
by that gentleman which wa.s a monument 
to his ability. : ^ ;• ^ ''^i,. ^ 

Mr. Orr said he had no'- intention' of 
saying anything oiTeriiivo. - , ■ 

The motion was carried ; the boiritnit- 
too rose and reported progress" and asked 
leave to ait again. 

■ The house then adjourned till 2 p. m. 

today.
